LONDON—An dalithited ananilieh of sensational informa- 
tion is everywhere available. The quadruple alliance is presenting 
an ultimatum demanding the autonomy of Old Servia, Macedonia, 
Albania and Crete and threatening war if this is not granted 
within six days. The fact remains that the great powers have 
intimated to the Balkan states their intention of preserving the 
status quo and therefore the ultimatum is not to be regarded 
too seriously. : 

The existence of a Turko-Roumanian alliance foreshadawed 
in the Monitors special cable on Wednesday is being insisted on. 
The Roumanian forces on a peace footing amount to upwards 
of 300,000 men, a number which could be increased on a war 
footing to 650,000. This would give Turkey some 1,700,000 men 
as opposed to the 700,000 of the quadruple alliance. The weakness 
of this alliance is as much on its financial side as in its strategical 
dismemberment.

High prices of coal are due to the fact 


that Boston retailers have to buy all) 


their supply of independent operators | 


istock, 


and so are sending their ship- 
‘ments to western orders, which can be 
filled only as late as Dec. 15, when navi- 
igation closes. Then the big companies 


who are taking advantage of the heavy will turn to their eastern markets and 


coal shipments being made to the West | 
by tne railroads owning mines, and are 
charging $5.75 a ton for anthracite at 
the mines, when the price should nor- 
mally $3.75. 

This explanation was made ta Mayor 
Fitzgerald this noon by representatives 
‘of the Metropolitan Coal Company, the 
‘City Fuel Company and the Stetson Coal 
Company. who had come to city ball in 
response to his request. 
| Théy said that only three of the seven 
‘big shippers are sending coal North. The 
Lothers are charging the heavy increased 
price, which, with freight and other 
charges, makes the coal cost the Boston 
retail dealer $8.60 a ton, ready to deliver. 

The dealers said this is the reason for 
| the retail cost°of coal being 75 cents 
‘above normal. The companies have only 

10,000,000 ton shipping stock of coal 
instead of the usual 70,000,000 ton

[Efficiency has not kept pace with expen- 
diture. Thinking men, President Taft among them, have long seen 
the necessity of changing all this. The President’s recent demand 
upon the secretary of the treasury for the data necessary to the torm- 
ulation of a budget, and his declaration that he would hereafter 
hold Congress to business methods in the making of appropriations, 
are but results of the experience of the executive in his attempts to 
cut down and keep down department estimates. 

It is a circumstance of far more than passing importance that 
Dr. Frederick A. Cleveland, chairman of the federal economy and 
etiiciency commission, a body created for the purpose of stemming 
the tide of waste and securing to the government better returns upon 
its expenditures, should be practically in aceord with former Senator 
Aldrich, who declared before his retirement from public life that 
$300,000,000 of federal expenditures might by proper management 
be saved to the treasury annually. In considering this matter, all 
political, partizan and -personal considerations should be laid aside. 
The thing that concerns the people of the United States most ts, not 
who points out a great defect in their national administrative system 
or methods, who confirms it, or who is undertaking to remedy it, but 
that it exists. ‘Chere certainly is no good reason tor it in a country 
that has taught the whole world, through invention and its applica- 
tion, how to economize time and material. There are no more 
efficient establishments anywhere on earth than the great business 
concerns of the United States; there is admittedly no more loosely 
and extravagantly conducted government on earth than that of the 
United States. 

Whatever may be the results of the election in November, there 
should be a continuance of the demand tor greater economy and 
efficiency in the administration of the national government. ‘The

As the trial at Indianapolis proceeds, interest 
in this earlier chapter of the class-war program will grow, assuming 
that the government’s case is as strong as it was reported to be imme- 
diately, fajlowing the first disclasures. 

The trial now under way at Salem is to receive a measure of 
national and international publicity through daily reports of specially 
assigned correspondents such as seldom is given to judicial proceed- 
ings. Like the Dreyfus case in France and the Ferrer case in Spain, 
it has assumed a rank of importance far exceeding the issue involved 
in the formal indictment, and this because of alleged injustice of 
treatment of Ettor and his associates by officials who symbolize a 
state that has its only,reason for existence in promotion of justice. 
These Italians, in the eyes of thousands,of persons attached to them 
by ties of race or social philosephy, stand as symbols of a cause that 
has been attacked in their persons. Their being jailed has made 
them seem to bé martyrs and heroes. For their sakes “protest 
strikes” are being held. To defend them in court, counsel of ability 
from afar have been imported who will be paid with funds’ raised by 
syndicalists throughout the world. 

Obviously under such circumstances it is not surprising that the 
court is taking unusual precautions that its procedure shall be flaw- 


‘less, that no fair critic can accuse it of partiality, that the higher 


Massachusetts tribunal cannot be even suspected of that unfairness 
of method.of administering Justice which was charged against the 
Lawrence officials in the first stages of the strife. 

It is in this aspect of the case that many persons are interested 
who have no sympathy with either party to the mismanaged indus- 
trial situation at Lawrence which has arrayed warring groups there.
